Sex ed group approved 


EAST JORDAN - The Board of 
Education Tuesday night approved an 
administrative request to establish a 
committee on sex education. 

The Michigan state legislature last 


_ year lifted a ban on sex education in 


public schools, but stipulated any sex 
education curriculum must be approved 
by the school board and a special ad- 
visory committee. ‘‘It is not mandatory 
that we have this type of instruction,” 
said Superintendent Me! Rullman. ‘“‘It is 
now permissible.” 


Middle School Principal Doug 
Shields, the committee's acting 
chairman, stressed that establishment 
of the committee doesn’t guarantee sex 


education will be taught *n East Jordan. 
He said committee members will 
study the issue and, if they think it 
should be taught, will develop a 
proposed curriculum for next fall. 


“If. we are met with community 
opposition or board disapproval, so be 
it,” Shields said. ‘But nothing ven- 
tured, nothing gained.” 

“We want to make sure it’s done 
properly, to give it the dignity it 
deserves." 

Another clause in the new law says no 
child has to take sex education classes if 
his parents object to them. 

The new committee already has 
several members, including the three 


principals, the superintendent, School 
Nurse Pat Green, teacher Jim Everest 
and Tuck Thompson, the middle school 
counselor. 

Shields said more members are being 
sought and will include parents, three 
students and a clerygman. Anyone 
interested in being on the committee can 
contact Shields or Rullman at the 
administration office. 


Shields said he has studied a sex 
education program in Charlevoix which 
is now in its second year. He described 
the materials used as ‘‘in good taste, but 
they got the point across.” 

The school board also heard a con- 
struction progress report from Con- 


struction Manager Mick Barney and 
John Jensen, the school’s architect. 
Although students are in new and

remodeled facilities this year, some . 


parts of the building program aren’t 
complete yet and probably won't be 
until next fall, they said. 

Among the items still needed ‘are 
locks and cabinetry. Jensen told the 
board their decision to get the school 
built as quickly as possible made some 
last minute problems more likely. 

“The students probably gained the 
benefit of an extra year without being 
on half days (split sessions),’’ Jensen 
said. ‘‘You’re paying for it now in terms 
of still having all these loose ends six 
months after the building was opened.”

Co-op recall sta 


BOYNE CITY - As the strike at Top 
O’Michigan Rural Electric Company 
moves towards its sixth month, a move 
to recall the Board of Directors has r run 


- into a roadblock. 


Richard May, attorney for the 
citizens who started the recall drive, 
says the company claims a majority of 
its 82,000 customers must vote in 
person at a special meeting to recall the 
board. 

It's very unlikely that approximately 
16,000 customers will show up at a 
meeting, since the co-op covers 12 
counties. But May has a different in- 
terpretation of the bylaws. 

“My interpretation is that any 
member has the right to vote by proxy 
or mail,” he said. May. said it might be 
possible to get a circuit court. order 
charging the co-op with misinterpreting 
the bylaws, but said he is awaiting 
instructions from recall drive leaders 
Bruce Sanderson and Ed May. 

May added that the question of how 
an election would be.held can’t be faced 
until the company validates ap- 


proximately 4,200 petition signatures it 
received in January. 

May feels company officials are 
dragging their feet on validating the 
petitions. ‘‘They keep giving us dates 
when they say they'll have it done,” he 
said, “but it’s never done.” 

Meanwhile, the strike drags on, with 
the 25 office workers rejecting a com- 
pany contract proposal last weekend. 

“We all went out, we all go back,” 
said strike leader Tom Schewe. 

Schewe acknowledged that the 25 
employees, weary of the long winter of 
cold picket duty and no paychecks, 
might be ready to make compromises on 
economic and other issues. 

But the workers still say. they should 
all get their old jobs back when the 
strike ends. Co-op officials refuse to 
promise this, saying the company won’t 
fire the new workers hired to replace the 
union office workers, who went on strike 
October 19. 

So the strike goes on. The office 
workers will be joined by. union lineman, 
whose contract expires March 16. The 


Mike Burr, who works with a federal 
Housing and Urban Development 
program administered by the city, 
explained that low interest (3 percent) 
HUD loans may be available to help 
finance remodeling projects. There are a 
number of building code stipulations 
that must be met before a project would 
be eligible, he said.

linemen have not been working out of 


sympathy for the office workers, but _

The office workers will probably 
appreciate the help. Since they are so 
few in number, the strikers have many 
hours of picket duty each week. The 
workers rejected a company contract 
proposal last week 45-12, but Schewe 
says it probably would have passed if 
not for the stipulation prohibiting most 
of them from getting their jobs back 
immediately. 

Schewe says the contract contained 
many items the strikers didn’t like, such 
as one-man work crews, but added, ‘It 
would have passed, even though we 
would have taken a beating. People are 
sick of being out.” 

He said the proposed contract from 
the company called for average pay 
increases of eight. percent, one percent 
lower than the settlement.reached after 
a strike. 

Asked when the strike will end, the 
union leader said, ‘‘I don’t know. It 
could be a long time.”

Yes, it appears the country may soon 
be faced with another serious gasoline 
shortage. Yes, the best way to keep the 
problem from becoming a full-scale

crisis is to attack the problem 
vigorously before it gets out of hand. 

But no, mandatory weekend gas 
station closing is not.the proper means 
towards attaining this admirable 
result. . 

In the wake of a revolution in oil-rich 
Iran, Americans are again feeling the 
pinch on oil, a non-replenishable fossil 
fuel: initially sought because it was 
relatively plentiful and inexpensive. 
Those were the days. 

The country is now so dependent on 
petroleum-based products that any 
shortage poses a serious threat to the 
way our society operates. Too often, the 
government doesn’t move quickly or 
boldly enough to nip problems in the 
bud. Political concerns or the checks 
and balances built into the democratic 
system often cause this. 

But another danger, just as serious, is 
over-reaction. Forcing gas stations to 
close one or two days over the weekend 
would cause more problems than it

would Scive, especially i in our area. 

-The shortage of gasoline could 
become a grave economic problem, but 
the solution isn’t to force other 
economic problems on the people. In 
Northern Michigan we don’t have the 
extensive public transportation systems 
of most metropolitan areas, so we 
depend on the automobile as our basic 
form of transportation. It’s not ‘a frill. 
It’s a necessity. 

If no. gas is sold on Sundays, drivers 

will fil up on Saturdays. If the entire 
weekend goes gasless, motorists will fill 
up on Fridays. They will then proceed to 
use almost as much gas over the 
weekend, within their own area, as they 
ever did. 
- But in an area heavily dependent on 
tourism, lack of gas on weekends could 
be an economic disaster. For much of 
the year, Charlevoix County, with its 
skiing, lakes and other attractions; is a 
popular weekend spot for many visitors 
who live further than half a tank of gas 
away from us. 

If these visitors are afraid they will be 
stranded here on Sundays with no 
gasoline until Monday, chances are 
many of them will simply stay home, 
using one tank of gas for recreational 
pursuits closer to home. Then they'll 
gas up again on Mondays to travel to 
work, often wasting gas on crowded 
expressways, one driver per car, all 
headed toward the same downtown 
destinations. 

Instead of hurting the north country,

which already has enough economic 
problems, the government should try 
solving the problem in the big cities 
where most of the gasoline waste occurs. 

Why can’t more urban expressways 
have strictly enforced car pool lanes? 
Why do so many urban areas have 
public transportation so ineffective that 
frustrated commuters feel forced to’ 
drive to work? 

Why, in the midst of a threatened gas 
crisis, has rail transportation been dealt 
another serious blow with the an- 
nouncement of reduced Amtrak service? 

No, Northern Michigan residents 
shouldn't be permitted to dismiss the 
gas shortage as something for the big 
cities to worry about. But singling out 
tourism, the state’s second biggest 
industry, isn’t going to solve anything. 

Perhaps a stiffer tax should be put on 
gas-consuming recreational vehicles and 
boats, which are so popular in the north. 
That way those who want to use gas for 
non-vital functions will still be able to 
do so, if they’re willing to pay for it. 

But the gas shortage is serious 
enough that it merits a search for 
careful, rational solutions. 

The best way to ensure such action 
from our elected representatives is to let 
them know you are concerned. Drop 
them a line and tell them you hope they 
won’t do anything to our economy 
without carefully considering all the 
potential harm they could cause by 
forcing gas stations to close on 
weekends.

All of a sudden I felt there was 
nothing more to do. There’s nothing. 
I’m’ so confused, so lost. ... All of a 
sudden he passed away and J couldn’t 
do anything more for him. The am- 
bitions, hopes, and inspirations I had 
before seemed no longer important to 
me. ... How am I going to live? What 
am I going to hang on to?. ... I feel tike 
somebody that just lost their arm or a 
leg or something. I just have to live 
without it. -- Interview with a twenty- 
five-year-old woman, six weeks after the 
death of her husband from cancer. 

Grief is the reaction to the loss of a 
person or thing to which we have 
become attached. It is a natural and 
normal reaction that has a natural form 
and sequence. 

It is, at times, intensely painful and 
frightening, and it may therefore be 
avoided, repressed, or distorted out of 
its natural form. 

Psychiatric research indicates that 
attempts.to deny or avoid grief are 
potentially harmful. It is important for 
people who suffer a loss to accept the 
need to grieve and for those who are in a 
position to help to encourage the 
bereaved to express their grief. 

The reaction to a loss by death 
usually follows a predictable pattern, in 
the course of which the bereaved person 
makes real inside himself a situation 
that is already an established reality 
outside himself. 

This process of realization and the 
acceptance of the full implications of the 
loss take time. '‘I can’t believe it’s true, 
it doesn’t seem real.” 

NUMBNESS 

The immediate reaction to death, 
particularly sudden or unexpected 
death, is likely to be one of shock or 
numbness. For a few hours or days the 
bereaved remain in a dazed state in 
which they can hardly react emotionally 
at all. 

Numbsiese i is followed by the onset of 
the pangs of grief, episodes of ‘painful 
pining for the dead person. These reflect 
an intense wish to get the dead person 
back in some form or other. 

Although the struggle to seek out the 
dead person is ultimately futile, this 
does not stop people from going to 
places anid treasuring objects associated 
with the deceased. Nor does it prevent 
the survivors from going over in their 
minds the events that led up to the loss 
as if, even now, they could discover 
what went wrong and put it aright. 

At times bereaved people will even 
experience a strong sense of the 
presence of the deceased. Sights and 
sounds may be misinterpreted as in- 
dicating his or her return, and vivid 
dreams occurring in a half-waking state 
may be recalled as apparitions: ‘'I 
looked at him and he opened his mouth. 
1 said, ‘He’s alive, he’s alive...’ When J 
woke up, I wondered where I was.” 

Since pangs of grief are precipitated 
by any thought or situation that brings 
the dead person to mind, seme people 
attempt to avoid the pain of grief by 
getting rid of everything that reminds 
them of the loss and by filling their lives 
with frenzied activities to distract their 
thoughts. 

Psychiatric evidence indicates that, 
far from preventing grief, such attempts 


only postpone it. When grief that has - 


been delayed in this way does begin to 
emerge, it will be more painful and 
disruptive than grief that has been fully 
expressed at the time of the loss. 
DEJECTION 
As time passes the intensity and 
frequency of the pangs of grief 


gradually diminish, ‘and the bereaved - 


experience longer and longer periods of 
apathy and dejection. At this time the 
bereaved has given up the struggle to 
regain the dead person and has become 
fully aware of the gap between the world 
that had been taken for granted up to 
this time and the world that now exists. 
Life seems to have lost its meaning and 
to have become empty and flat. _ ~

HECOVERY 

Only when unrealistic hopes have 
been relinquished do new beginnings 
emerge. Little by little the appetites 
return and people start to discover the 
world that is now possible for them. 

Not that grief has an ending. Even 
years after a loss some reminder can 
again evoke a pang of grief or an episode 
of pining. But such pangs are less severe 
than in the past, and the memories of 
the dead person, though painful, become 
mixed with nostalgic pleasure. 

Grieving. is.a. way. of relearning the 


world. It takes.time, and.because.no. two. 


relationships are alike and no two 
worlds the same, each person goes 
through it in his or her own way. 

For some the shock of a sudden, 
unexpected bereavement may trigger 
severe and destructive grief; for others, 
the timely and peaceful death of an aged 
parent may give little cause for grief. 

For people who are liable to anger and 
self-reproach, there is a risk of becoming 
isolated by bitterness or self- 
punishment (‘I never loved him enough 
when he was alive, now I will try to 
make up for this by grieving for him 
forever’). 

People who have become over-reliant 
on the deceased may find it hard to 
believe that they can survive without 
his or her support. ‘‘How am I alive 
after witnessing what I have done,” 
wrote Queen Victoria after the death of 
Prince Albert, ‘‘] who prayed daily that 
we might die together and I never 
survive him.’ In such cases grieving 
can become an excuse for withdrawal 
from responsibility, for the mourner has 
been permitted by society to relinquish, 
for a while, obligations to work and 
accustomed roles in the world. 

Grief may be complicated in a variety 
of ways, and some people need the help 
of a doctor or counselor when physical 
or psychological problems occur. There 
is even evidence that a few people ac- 
tually die of a ‘‘broken heart,” though 
this is unlikely unless they already. have 
serious heart disease. 

Bereavement may, however, 
aggravate a pre-existing physical or 
mental disorder, or it may give rise to

fresh problems, pathological reactions, 
which are themselves distortions of the 
normal process of grieving. The com- 
monest of these are delayed reactions, 
chronic reactions, and identification 
syndromes, in which the bereaved 
develops a hypochondriacal illness 
closely resembling the illness suffered 
by the deceased. Psychiatric treatments ‘ 
for these conditions are usually suc- 
cessful. 
HELPING OUT 

There are several ways in which we 
can all help bereaved people to grieve in 
a positive and healthy manner. In the: 
early weeks 
couragement to express the feelings of 
distress, anger, bewilderment, and 
shame which are natural emotions; they 
are not signs of mental illness or 
stupidity as is frequently feared. Men in 
particular often feel that tears are 
unmanly, and they should realize that 
grief is a job of work that must be done. 

Anxiety and tension are often a cause 
of minor physical symptoms, but this is 
no reason to demand tranquilizers and 
sedatives. Such efforts to avoid the pain 
of grief or dull the senses can sometimes 
delay or distort the grief response to the 
detriment of the survivor. 

In the longer term bereaved people 
may also need permission to stop 
grieving and reassurance that duty to 
the dead is done. To the bereaved the 
world may seem very insecure, but with 
support from friends there is no reason 
why those who confront the reality of: 
loss should not gradually find their way: 
through to a new and rewarding life. +

fishing and farming, the two main 
industries of their homeland. 

Whether it’s the tone of voice, or the 
smile that can be heard as well as seen, 
there's a hint of a brogue in the native 
Beaver Islander’s speech. 

Bud McDonough, for instance, is a 
fourth generation Beaver Islander. He 


owns McDonough’'s Market, but don’t , 


expect it to be open Saturday afternoon. 

“We'll be open in the morning for a 
while,” McDonough said. “It’s about a 
holiday over here,” he said of St. 
Patrick’s Day. 

He and his family, like most islan- 
ders, will head for the Holy Cross 
Catholic Church for mass about 5 p.m. 
They'll stay for the potluck supper and 
dance that follows in the parish hall. 

Last year, he and his wife had just 
returned from a two-week trip to 
{reland. They had planned the trip for 
25 years, McDonough said. 

Irish visitors to the island had often 
said how much it resembled Ireland, and 
the McDonoughs wanted to see for 
themselves. 

But to go to Ireland and return three 
days before St. Patrick’s.Day?.To miss 


the biggest.holiday. in Ireland. by just. 


three days? 

Not at all, said McDonough. “It's a 
holiday here too, you know.” 

A book should have been written 
about the characters who called Beaver 
Island home over the last century, 
McDonough said. All that remains of 
some are stories told over a glass of 
brew, fondly and with a twinkle. 

One story, McDonough said, was of 
an old timer who made a bet with 
another that he'd quit drinking on 
Beaver Island until a certain date. 

Well, he may have won the bet, but he 
won it more by wit than by staying off 
the grog. 

Seems he’d row his skiff out a way 
and sit there, having a nip. Sometimes,

McDonough said, he’d just wade into 
the waters off the island and, 
technically, he’d plead he wasn’t on the 
island. 

Another time, so the legend goes, he 
had somebody lift him up so his feet 
weren’t touching the ground as he 
tippled. 

That, and many more tales could be 
told if the Shamrock Bar could talk. For 
35. years, it was owned by Archie 
LaFreniere, but 5% years ago, it was 
bought by Barb Beckers and Betty 
Anderson. 

They'll carry on the traditions of 
green beer and soda bread, mainstays 
on the St. Patrick’s Day menu. 
‘Drinkin’ to one another’s good 
health,”’ as LaFreniere says, will be the 
main feature of the day there. 

One memory of St. Pat’s Day that 
continues throughout the remainder of 
the year, is green coins, brought to the 
island and the bar by a Traverse City 
man. 

“All the next year I run across green 
money in Charlevoix,” Ms. Beckers 
said. ‘It’s fun to keep track of.” 

Halloween-type pranks spice the day, 
she said, and after such a long wititer, 
there may “be more than’ usual, ‘although 
the ‘last’ ‘couple of ‘years ‘have’ been 
subdued. 

The lumbering industry at the turn of 
the century brought — Archie 
LaFreniere’s French father to the 
island. He married one of the Boyle girls 
and they settled there. - 

LaFreniere’s wife was one of 14 
Conaghan children, also from the island. 
McDonough said at one time there were 
13 Gallagher families on the island and 
none of them were related. 

LaFreniere said the end of World War 
II brought a change to Beaver Island 
. when the lure of big monéy in the 

automobile industry drew residents 

away from the island, much as it did

throughout the north country. 

Of his seven children, two remain on 
Beaver Island, but LaFreniere said he 
believes one may leave when he achieves 
his goal of becoming a paramedic. 

St. Pat’s Day is the feast day of St. 
Patrick, a Catholic missionary to 
Ireland in the fifth century who founded 
many churches and schools. 

The shamrock is worn to honor St. 
Patrick who used its three-lobed leaves 
as symbols of the Trinity. One presumes 
that green is the color of the day 
because it is the color of the plant. 

LaFreniere said gréen will be worn 
throughout the island Saturday. ‘‘They 
better not be caught wearing orange,’”’ 
he said. 

Orange, the color, may not be bad in 
itself. However, Orangemen were an 
association of English Protestants 
sworn to support the Protestant suc- 
cession to the throne of England. 

Sources indicate societies still exist in 
the northern United States and Canada 
and they have an annual celebration to 
mark’'the victory of William III over the 
Catholic James II at the Battle of the 
Boyne, July 1, 1690.

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About six years ago, LaFreniere 
remembers, Beaver Island's celebration 
of St. Patrick’s Day gained national 
attention. 

A member of a U.S. House of 
Representatives committee came to the 
island to see why the test results of 
Beaver Island public school students 
were so far above national norms. 

A story on the findings was 
published, and without warning, a 
photographer and reporter from the 
New York Times arrived on the island - 
on St. Patrick’s Day. They had come for 
a story on the schools. unaware that the 
Irish holiday was in full fling. 

“They did write a story on the school, 
but that was back on the third or fourth 
page,” LaFreniere said. 

What hit the front page was'a picture 
of the interior of the Shamrock Bar, and 
a story on St. Patrick’s Day on Beaver 
Island. 

Getting to the island this time of year 


involves a flight, probably via one of 
Welke Aviation’s three airplanes, from 
Charlevoix, Pellston or Manistique. It’s 
$13 one way, and the air strip is about a 
mile from St. James: 

Betty Welke says. St, Pat’s Day 
means an end of winter and the 
beginning of spring to the islanders and 
holiday celebrants. 

The flight takes about 15 minutes 
from any of the thrée airports, she said. 
Many from Chicago come via 
Manistique which is the same distance 
by air from Beaver Island as Pellston. 

Mrs. Welke said their passengers 
cause them no problems. ‘They ate 
usually pretty well-behaved,” she said. 
“It’s only 12 or 15 minutes to the island 
and they can contain themselves.”

Revised tannery plans 


Developers want to build up, not out 


BOYNE CITY - The revised plans for 
the proposed. tannery condominium 
development on Lake Charlevoix 
features fewer but taller buildings in an 
effort to increase the amount of space 
left for grass and schrubbery. 


In addition to moving the proposed 
public swimming beach from the south- 
west end of the tannery property to the 
northeast end, the new plan calls for 65 
buildings instead of the 110 proposed in 
the original plans. - 


“We have clustered the housing a 
little more near the water,” developer 
Dave Smith told The Press. ‘That 
opens up even more green belt. It's 
much more attractive.” 

The new plan eliminates one-floor 
units and calls for more two and three 
story buildings. 


The revised plan for the 60 acre parcel 
of property calls for 270 units, up from 
the original 250. ‘“‘The additional 20 
units would enable us to justify the cost 


of the things we have to do,” said 
Smith, referring to the road the 
developers must build for Boyne City to 
replace Front Street. 

The developers still say Front Street 
must be closed for their project to be a 
financial success. That’s the part of 
their plan that has stirred up opposition 
among local residents who don’t want to 
see the lakefront street closed. 

A new plan became necessary when 
the Army Corp of Engineers told city 
officials that the original site offered for 


City millage cut suggested

BOYNE CITY - Reduced millage and 
increased services highlight the 
proposed 1979-1980 budget submitted 
to the Boyne City Commission Tuesday. 

The total budget of $1,533,600 is 10.8 
percnt higher than lest year’s, yet 
taxpayers will pay 2.18 mills less than in 
1978. This means taxpayers will pay 
$20.02 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. 
Assessed valuations in Boyne City 
increased by 6.5 percent this year, 
however. 

“The budget has never been done this 
way before,” said City Manager Tim 
Clifton, who began work on the 1651- 
page document in early December. 

“We reviewed each line item in depth. 
Some items were overbudgeted last year 
and the city has a surplus now,”’ Clifton 
said. ‘In other cases, department ac- 


counts were combined or eliminated.” 

Because of such cuts, the operating 
budget was reduced by seven mills. 

But 4.72. mills was added for a new 
capital improvement. program that will 
provide $112,000 for maintenance of city 
streets; water and sewer mains, street 
signs and sidewalks. 

In addition, the budget provides 
$25,000 for a new city comprehensive 
plan, which administration officials 
have been pushing for months. 


The plan, Clifton said, is ‘‘the single 
most important project confronting the 
city. It is necessary if Boyne City is to 
administer and control its future 
development.” 

Clifton stressed that despite the 
reduced millage, city services would be 
maintained at the current level. Ad-

a beach won’t hold sand unless five to 
seven breakwaters are built into the 
water. 

Those breakwaters would have cost 
$10,000 each, and the city was hoping 
for $10,000 in grant money from the 
Department of Natural Resource’s Land 
and Water Conservation Fund. But the 
additional breakwaters needed made the 
project much too expensive for the city, 
so the city withdrew its grant ap- 
plication in late January. 

The developers, Lake Associates, 
then approached the present owner of 
the tannery property and offered to buy 
four acres of property, including 900 feet 
of beachfront, northwest of the land on 
which they hope to build the con- 
dominiums. 

Boyne City had been hoping to buy 
the nine parcel lot to develop as a park 
with financial help from Lake 
Associates. The developers now plan to 
build condo units on the property 
initially proposed for the beach. They 
say putting the buildings closer to the 
water will also give drivers along

Under the original plan, the taller 
buildings near the back of the property 
would have blocked the water from 
view. 

Lake Associates says it has a verbal 
agreement with the property owners to 
buy the additional property for the 
public beach. Dave Smith refused to say 
how much it would cost. 

The city will seek DNR grant money 
to help develop the new beach, which 
City Manager Tim Clifton said would 
cost approximately $53,000. 

The Smiths still have an option to 
buy the rest of the tannery property, 
approximately 55 acres. That option 
expires in June, but Lake Associates 
could renew the option again. 

At least two of the city’s five com- 
missioners say the new site plan 
probably won't keep them from sup- 
porting the project. ‘I think it’s 
stupendous,” said Catherine Jessup. 
“The city's basic requirements have 
been met.”’ 

She said she was excited about the
